I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st.  December,  1963  in  which  is  incorporated  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector*  The  report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Circular  No*  1/64  dated  13th  January,  1964* 

The  vital  statistics  vary  little  from  those  of  the  previous 
year*  The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  population  was  11*29  (10*5$  in 
1962)  and  the  Birth  Rate  was  13*44  per  thousand  population  (14*50 
in  1962)*  Seventeen  infants  under  the  age  of  12  months  died  during 
the  year  and  of  these  11  were  under  the  age  of  4  weeks*  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  i*e.,  the  number  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1  year 
per  1,000  live  births  was  25*64  (l8<»28  in  1962)*  This  is  the 
highest  rate  since  1958  when  it  was  25*97* 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  were  the  cause  of 
death  in  194  cases  and  cancer  in  ll8  cases*  Cancer  of  the  lungs 
caused  the  death  of  25  men  and  3  women* 

Once  again  I  take  the  opportunity  of  putting  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  my  staff  and  of 
the  help  and  consideration  given  by  the  members  of  the  Council, 
especially  those  who  serve  on  the  Public  Health  Committee*

*It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  and  Death  Rate  of  any 
area  is  bound  to  be  influenced  by  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  so  that  in  order  that  truer  comparisons  can  be 
made  between  one  area  and  another  the  actual  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  are  multiplied  by  a  number  called  the  "comparability  factor® 
the  result  being  known  as  the  Corrected  Birth  or  Death  Rate* 

These  ’comparability  factors3  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
and  are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
as  shown  by  the  census*  For  Rowley  Regis  they  are  as  follows

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year 


SCARLET  FEVER.  There  were  59  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  28  cases  on  1962,  Three 
cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  treated  at 
home.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths. 
Cases  are  only  removed  to  Hospital  if  they  cannot  be  treated 
properly  at  home,  or  if  there  are  reasons  in  the  public  interest 
why  they  should  be  isolated  in  Hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  There  were  23  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified 
(23  in  1962)  two  of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  this  disease.  4ll  children  were  immunised  against 
whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS .  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 

MEASLES .  There  were  526  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the 
year.  (39  in  1962).  Six  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA .  There  were  no  cases  of  Diptheria  during  the  year. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  low  incidence  is  the  result  of 
the  vigorous  immunisation  that  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  past  years. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION.  This  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  either  by  their  Medical  Officers  or  by  arrangement  with 
medical  practitioners.  I  am  indebted  to  Doctor  McLennan,  the 
Area  Medical  Officer  for  the  following  report  and  statistical 
tables  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  Rowley  Regis  during  1963® 

"The  statistical  tables  are  presented  in  the  form  of  the 
periodic  returns  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  although 
separate  tables  are  given  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus,  you  will  appreciate  that  most  of  the  initial  courses  are 
given  in  combination  by  way  of  triple  antigen.  I  mentioned  in  my 
letter  of  the  3rd  April,  1963*  that  immunisation  with  triple 
antigen  was  administered  to  infants  at  the  age  of  9  to  12  months 
after  they  had  completed  a  course  of  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Schedule 
'Q'.  The  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation  are  somewhat  better 
than  those  for  the  preceding  year  (1962) ,  but  one  wonders  whether 
they  might  be  better  if  children  were  immunised  at  an  earlier  age. 
I  think  it  is  appropriate  therefore  to  tell  you  that  the  County 
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Council  have  now  decided  to  operate  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Schedule  'P*  in  future,  by  which  infants  will  receive  three  doses 
of  triple  antigen  between  their  3rd  and  5'-h  months  of  life,  and 
this  will  be  followed  by  a  course  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  and 
I  feel  that  this  will  result  in  higher  numbers  of  infants  being 
protected  in  future,. 

At  the  beginning  of  1963 9  the  County  Council  included  small- 
pox  vaccination  in  its  routine  vaccination  scheme,  and  the 
relatively  high  numbers  of  children  of  school  age  who  were 
vaccinated  during  1963  are  the  result  of  the  visits  to  Junior 
Schools  by  the  Immunisation  Team"®

This  report  marks  ray  tenth  anniversary  as  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  I  crave  your  indulgence  in  a  little 
reminiscing  on  the  expansion  of  the  reponsibilities  of  the 
Department  during  this  decade 0 

Shortly  after  my  appointment  we  had  the  return  of  meat 
inspection  at  fourteen  slaughterhouses,  followed  rapidly  by  the 
acceleration  of  slum  clearance  and  the  formulation  of  a  five  year 
programme o  A  spate  of  food  and  slaughterhouse  legislation 
followed,  culminating  in  the  reduction  of  the  number  of 
slaughterhouses  to  six  well-appointed  premises,  and  the 
improvement  of  all  the  food  premises  in  the  Borough  -  a  vast 
undertaking  barely  completed,. 

In  the  meanwhile,  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  had  placed  a 
heavy  burden  on  Health  Departments  and  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  of 
which  we  now  hear  so  little,  caused  a  flood  of  work  for  over 
twelve  months,.

Public  Health  Act,  1961,  and  the  Housing  Act,  196.1,  all  brought 
their  problems  and  duties.  Now  it  is  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  which  premises  to  increase  the  work  in  the 
Department  beyond  all  measure© 

Looking  back  on  the  constant  flow  of  Act  and  Regulation,  I 
am  mildly  surprised  that  one  can  recollect  the  names  of  the  Acts, 
let  alone  the  voluminous  provisions,.  The  spade  work  of 
implementation  has  been  carried  out  and  is  being  carried  out, 
quietly,  efficiently,  only  occasionally  hitting  the  headlines 
with  prosecutions,  and  certainly  not  generally  appreciate do 
Possibly  the  unkindest  feature  to  the  average  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  the  general  lack  of  interest  or  appreciation  of  his 
work,  for  he  is  a  dedicated  man  but  human  withallo 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  is  set  out  in  each  of 
its  sections  and  represents  a  vast  output  from  a  comparatively 
small  staff*  A  happy  feature  is  the  lack  of  serious  infectious 
disease  or  food  poisoning  outbreaks,,

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  meat  inspection  in  this 
Borough  no  tuberculosis  was  discovered  in  cattle  during  the  year, 
surely  a  milestone  well  worth  notingo 

The  quality  of  meat  killed  in  the  six  slaughterhouses  continues  to 
be  high  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  inspected 
compared  to  last  yearo 

One  of  the  less  satisfactory  facets  of  meat  inspection  is  the 
overtime  found  necessary,  including  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  aggravated 
by  the  detailed  work  and  recording  required  by  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963»  It  is  not  practicable  to  give  sufficient  compensating 
time  off  in  lieu  of  overtime  and  I  feel  that  this  is  a  grave 
disadvantage  in  this  age  of  five  day  weeks  and  overtime  pay»

ABATEMENT  OF  NOISE  NUISANCE 

The  work  involved  in  assessing  and  abating  noise  nuisance  has 
increased  considerably  and  here  again  the  Inspectors  are  involved  in 
overtime  duties  often  extending  into  the  small  hours,  when  noise  has 
its  highest  nuisance  value . 

Although  there  is  immense  satisfaction  in  reducing  noise  to  an 
acceptable  level,  as  in  ail  other  work  of  the  Department  one  tends  to 
be  judged  by  failures  rather  than  successes  even  when  these  failures 
are  few  and  far  between  and  no  practicable  means  exist  to  combat  che 
nuisance.  Complainants  are  vociferous  in  their  calls  for  action, 
impatient  in  awaiting  results  and  reluctant  to  take  private  action 
which  could  be  more  rapid  and  successful . 

The  following  action  has  been  taken  to  reduce  nuisance s- 

(1)  Three  silencers  fitted  to  air  compressors 

(2)  Sound  absorbing  partitions  provided  to  air  compressors 

(3)  Metal  working  machinery  adjoining  dwellinghouse  discontinued 

(4)  Extraction  fan  muffled 

(3)  Excessive  noise  from  broadcast  music  in  a  factory  reduced

HOUSES  IN  MULTI “OCCUPATION 


Six  houses  coming  within  the  above  definition  are  under  constant 
surveillance,  night  visits  being  paid  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
occupants .  Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  and  with  few 
exceptions  the  occupiers  are  co-operative  although  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  convey  to  peoples  with  a  completely  different  approach 
the  standards  required  to  integrate  with  a  community  such  as  ours. 

I  am  quite  sure  that  this  problem  will  take  at  least  a  gene ratio] 
before  a  solution  is  even  in  sight.  Inspectors  with  over  thirty  years 
experience  will  readily  recall  precisely  the  same  problem  in 
industrial  areas  calling  for  legislation  to  deal  with  ’Houses  let  in 
lodgings’  and  'common  lodging  houses',  but  in  that  case  the  cause  was 
more  a  matter  of  economics.  The  present  problem  is  one  of  education, 
customs  and  physical  shortage  of  accommodation <>

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Although  this  Council  is  still  opposed  in  principle  to  the 
formation  of  smoke  control  areas  and  consequently  no  work  of  this 
nature  has  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  it  still  has  a  very 
lively  interest  in  smoke  control  and  a  general  statement  of  the 
position  may  be  of  value o 

It  is  my  opinion  and  the  experiences  of  neighbouring  Authorities 
confirm  this,  that  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  areas  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  owing  to  the  progressive  reduction  of 
readily  available  smokeless  fuel  and  the  problems  of  its  distribution 
in  acceptable  quantities  and  prices «  The  position  is  further 
aggravated  by  the  attitude  of  certain  bodies  which  cannot  be  described 
as  in  opposition  but  rather  less  co-operative  to  the  present  concept ioi 
of  smoke  control  areas  as  such.  Obviously  an  overall  fuel  policy  is 
desirable  to  alleviate  the  position  but  it  appears  at  the  moment  that 
this  is  impracticable  ,  We  are  living  in  an  age  of  change  and 
improvement,  piecemeal  as  it  may  appear  but  a  completely  detached 
view  would  confirm  this,,  Let  us  face  facts,  conversion  from  coal  to 
solid  smokeless  fuel  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  but  a  small 
step  -  a  much  more  advanced  step  would  be  conversion  to  the  "piped' 
fuels  and  this  is  being  done  in  increasing  numbers  by  householders 
inside  and  outside  of  smoke  control  areaso  In  fact  progress  is 
catching  up  and  overtaking  the  smoke  control  area  and  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  as  to  whether  this  approach  is  now 
out dated o  Who  is  to  pay  for  the  conversion  of  the  already  converted 
solid  fuel  grates  must  be  a  problem  which  should  be  allowed  to  go  no 
further »  Public  Health  Inspectors  should  lock  to  Central  Government 
for  amendments  to  the  existing  legislation  which  are  becoming  rapidly 
more  urgent  as  Local  Authorities  become  bogged  down  and  smoke  control 
grinds  to  a  halto 

Surely  the  answer  now  is  to  encourage  the  use  of  fcruely  smokeless 
methods  of  central  heating  or  piped  fuels  by  a  system  of  individual 
grants  on  the  same  lines  as  improvement  grants  and  as  the  momentum 
increases  to  introduce  compulsion,. 

As  I  said  at  the  outset  these  random  thoughts  are  purely  my 
personal  opinion  on  the  problem  but  they  appear  to  me  to  be  logical 
and  would  avoid  the  obvious  pitfalls  now  awaiting  those  enthusiastic 
Local  Authorities  who  against  all  odds  pursue  the  arduous  task  of 
securing  for  us  all  a  cleaner  and  healthier  atmosphere. 

The  co-operation  of  industry  is  still  forthcoming  in  most  cases 
of  smoke,  grit  and  fume  nuisance,  to  such  an  extent  that  as  an 
experimental  measure  two  large  cold  blast  cupolas  have  been  fitted  with 


a  free  standing  high  chimney  in  an  attempt  to  combat  a  local  fume 
nuisance,.  It  is  too  early  to  say  that  this  is  an  unqualified  success 
but  no  serious  drawbacks  have  been  encountered,  contrary  to  much 
informed  opinion  and  the  results  to  date  are  very  encouraging.
